Thomas ran on a simple platfotm—“I am 1,000 per- 
cent for McCarthy’ he cried. Parnell Thomas was a big 
headline man once with his blustery warnings against 
“communism.” But he was also stealing money from Uncle 
Sam at the same time, a habit of redbaiters not confined 
just to J..Parnell Thomas. So he went to jail, and was dul 
paroled after a short time, with President Truman aoe 
ing out his $10,000 fine and restoring his citizenship rights. 


McCarthy has been more careful. He has carefully 

kept off the witness stand where he would have to explain 
under oath his weird financial dealings with big corpora- 
tions needing influence in the Senate. 
, Thomas figured that since he had managed to send 
Communist Party leader Eugene Dennis to jail for a year 
-on a “contempt” frameup, he could now make a come-back 
in the atmosphere of McCarthyite propoganda. He even 
shouted that it was the “Communists” who sent him to jail 
for stealing Federal money so that such a brave anti-Com- 
munist would be out of the way! 

The GOP leaders themselves in Bergen County knew 
‘that the GOP voters would not buy that. And how would 
it look for the GOP nationally? This is a small sign that 
the drug-like hypnotism of the “red scare” does not always 
work anymore.
